The DVD entitled HotFu^ (Disc 1) is classified as:

The DVD contains a feature which is identical to that previously examined and classified 
by the Classification Office as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 13 years", with the descriptive note 
"Violence, horror scenes and offensive language". This decision was registered on 22 
February 2007 (OFLCNo. 700217). 

In addition to the feature the DVD contains: notices, four trailers for the feature, bloopers, 
a "flick book" cops and robber cartoon, an edited-for-television sequence using alternative 
language for the expletives used in the feature, and four optional audio commentaries. The 
additional components do not provide grounds to alter the classification given to the 
original publication. 
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
